Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to If an agreement was 

reached, or any other comments: Mr Pedersen indicated that while the teaching reference, Watanabe et al., 
recognizes rotational moment M caused bv frictional forces generates tilting of the too ring (Watanabe 02:1-3). it does 
not teach a mechanism for keeping lower surface parallel as recited in the claims, i.e.. an attitude control mechanism 
operable to calculate a force applied to the ring based on a rotational moment and a direction of frictional force acting 
on the ring and a contact area on the polishing surface. Examiner indicated that upon receiving evidence providing 
this point and once made of record, prosecution would be open to find this teaching or to allow the case .

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary.

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Forni will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
